2. SUMMARY. XINHUA IS GETTING CONSIDERABLE PROPAGANDA 
MILEAGE OUT OF TOM BROKAW ' S INTERVIEW WITH STATE 
COUNCIL SPOKESMAN YUAN MU. IN RESPONSE TO A QUESTION 
ON ZHAO Z I YANG, YUAN SAID, "A CERTAIN INDIVIDUAL IN 
THE TOP LEADERSHIP ERRED IN SUPPORTING RIOTS. THE 
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PROBLEM WILL BE DEALT WITH AND MADE PUBLIC SOON . " 
DISCUSSING FANG LIZHI, YUAN SAID THE CHINESE 
GOVERNMENT IS H CLOSELY FOLLOWING FURTHER

XINHUA IS GETTING CONSIDERABLE PROPAGANDA MILEAGE OUT 
OF TOM BROKAW ' S 40 MINUTE INTERVIEW WITH STATE COUNCIL 
SPOKESMAN YUAN MU, BILLED LOCALLY AS BROKAW "GETS THE 
TRUTH " FROM YUAN MU . THE INTERVIEW WAS BROADCAST IN 
FULL, INCLUDING TRANSLATION OF BROKAW ' S RATHER POINTED 
QUESTIONS, BY CCTV AT 12:30 PM JUNE 17, AND THEN AGAIN 
LATER IN THE AFTERNOON. THE FOLLOWING ITEMS ARE 
NOTABLE: 

--ON ZHAO Z I YANG , YUAN SAID, "A CERTAIN INDIVIDUAL IN 
THE TOP LEADERSHIP ERRED IN SUPPORTING RIOTS. THE 
PROBLEM WILL BE DEALT WITH AND MADE PUBLIC SOON ... IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE PARTY CONSTITUTION. " 

--ON WHETHER CHINESE AUTHORITIES WOULD FORCEABLY 
ARREST FANG LIZHI IN THE EMBASSY, YUAN SAID THAT CHINA 
IS "CLOSELY FOLLOWING FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS. WE HOPE 
THAT THE U.S GOVERNMENT WILL DEAL WITH THIS MATTER 
DISCREETLY." YUAN ADDED THAT FANG WOULD BE DEALT WITH 
ACCORDING TO CHINESE LEGAL PROCEDURES AND "PUNISHMENT 
WOULD BE METED OUT ACCORDING TO LAW. " 
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--YUAN REITERATED THAT NO CASUALTIES RESULTED PROM THE 
CLEARING OF THE SQUARE BY TROOPS , NO ONE WAS CRUSHED

--THE INITIAL STUDENT DEMONSTRATIONS IN APRIL WERE 
" CORRECT IN HOPING THAT THE GOVERNMENT AND PARTY CAN 
ELIMINATE CORRUPTI/N, BUREAUCRATIC PROFITEERING AND 
WORK TO ENHANCE DEMOCRACY AND LEGAL SYSTEM AND DEEPEN 
REFORM. " THE GOVERNMENT NEVER REGARDED "THE VAST 
NUMBER OF STUDENTS AS RIOTERS , BUT IT IS INDEED A FACT 
THAT THERE ARE SOME RIOTERS AMONG THE STUDENTS . » 

--"A FEW COUNTER-REVOLUTIONARY REBELS " GOT "MIXED UP 
WITH THE STUDENTS" AND " PUT FORWARD PROGRAMS AND

TO LEARN FROM PESSIN 'S MISTAKES. ANOTHER ARTICLE, 
REPORTING A PHONE CALL FROM SIX. STUDENTS CLAIMING TO 
BE FORMER HUNGER STRIKERS, SAID THE TWO EXPELLED 
REPORTERS (PESSIN AND POMFRET) TOOK ADVANTAGE OF THE 
STUDENTS' NAIVETE, SIMPLICITY, AND GOODWILL TO STIR UP
